LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A re- 


port in the November issue of 
Business and Economic Reve- 
nue published by the University 
of Arkansas says the demand 
for mobile homes in Arkansas 
was twice as high as the na- 
tional average during the past 
eight years.

Peterson drew $30,000 a year 


at Florida State. Hackerman re- 
fused to say what he will be 
paid at Rice under a five-year 
contract. 


The new coach will replace 


Harold "Bo" Hagan, who re- 
signed in November with three 
games to go. Rice won all three 
of the remaining games and 
wound up with a 5-5 record, 
tying for third in the Southwest 
Conference. 


Peterson has led the inde- 


pendent Seminoles, who have 
vainly sought 
Southeastern 


Conference membership, to 62 
victories in his 11 years at Flor- 
ida State. 


Previously Peterson was an 


assistant 
to Paul Dietzel at 


Louisiana State, including 1948 
when the Tigers won the nation- 
al championship. 


Talking to newsmen in Talla- 


hassee, Peterson said 
Rice's 


membership in the Southwest 
Conference was one of the rea- 
sons he was coming here. 


"It's just a great regret that I 


leave here," he said. "But I 
think Rice is a great University 
and it presents a great chal- 
lenge. That's about all I can 
say."

This glimpse of wartime prob- 


lems besetting the Allies came 
today when the major part— 
100,000 documents—of the re- 
cords of the Combined Chiefs of 
Staff of Britain and the United 
States were made public in Lon- 
don and in Washington. 


Arnold apparently got hot un- 


der the collar over the sugges- 
tion of Air Chief Marshal Sir 
Charles Portal that one man 
should command both the Royal 
Air Force and U.S. strategic air 
forces based in Britain. Portal 
said he would not subordinate 
RAF operations to those of the 
U.S. 8th Air Force.

"We're hoping, though, that 


people will dial direct since 
they'll save money on most calls 
and those dialed direct generally 
go through faster," she added. 


Busiest long distance calling 


hours Christmas are expected to 
be between 9 and 11 a.m. and 7 to 
10 p.m. 
and 
Mrs. 
Adams 


suggested customers avoid those 
hours to make calls if possible. 


"Long distance calls placed 


between noon and 6 p.m. on 
Christmas Day generally will go 


through faster," she advised, 
"and remember Direct Distance 
Dialing when placing the calls." 


Mrs. Adams also pointed out if 


a family can wait until after 11 
p.m. on Christmas night, lower 
rates for calls dialed direct to 
out-of-state points will be in 
effect on most calls. These lower 
rates on direct dialed calls to 
other states will also be in effect 
all Saturday and until 5 p.m. on 
Sunday following Christmas.

Closer Racing 
Supervision 
Recommended 


WEST MEMPHIS, Ark. (AP) 


—A state legislative committee 
has recommended closer state 
supervision of Southland Racing 
Corp. and other race tracks but 
said it failed to find any con- 
nection beeween Southland's di- 
rectors, officers or stockholders 
and underworld figures. 


The Joint Senate and House 


Advisory Committee of the state 
legislative Council met in West 
Memphis Saturday for its final 
meeting. This spring the com- 
mittee and the Racing Commis- 
sion held separate hearings into 
Southland operations. 


The investigations were begun 


after Richard Upton resigned as 
Southland president, saying he 
would not be a "puppet presi- 
dent" to Jeremy Jacobs, head 
of Kmprise Inc. of Buffalo, N.Y. 
Emprise owns 46.6 per cent of 
Southland stock. 


At the Racing Commission 


hearing, Rep. Sam Steiger, R- 
Ariz., testified that Jacobs had 
conducted business with persons 
whom Steiger said had been 
identified as members of the 
C'osa Nostra. 


The report said the findings 


showed "generally that while 
there may have been some busi- 
ness associations between Ja- 
cobs and alleged members of 
the Mafia, this relationship was 
so remote that there was no 
definite indication that this as- 
sociation was such as to cause 
the Mafia to have a direct in- 
fluence on the operation" of 
Southland. 


Guy Newcomb of Osceola, the 


chairman of the state Racing 
Commission said Saturday, that 
lie was not surprised that the 
rejjort found no connection be- 
tween Southland and organized 
crime because the commission's 
hearings also failed to establish 
such a connection. 


The report said that patterns 


in the Jacobs organization na- 
tioir.vide showed that Jacobs act- 
ed as; concessionaires and that 
on "inaii>' occasions" made loans 
to the tracks or stadiums with 
low interest charged.

Says Spying 
Expanded After 
Detroit Riot 


DETROIT (AP) - A former 


Army intelligence agent says 
the service greatly expanded 
domestic spying after the De- 
troit riot of 1967 exposed gaps in 
its knowledge of possible civil 
dissenters. 


In a telephone interview quot- 


ed by the Detroit Free Press, 
Ralph M. Stein, an ex-agent liv- 
ing in Flushing, N.Y., said that 
prior to this riot "the Army had 
only a few people in Washington 
monitoring newspapers and re- 
ports." 


Stein said that in 1967-68 he 


was in charge of the Army intel- 
ligence 
"left-wing 
desk" 
in 


Washington, a national collec- 
tion point for information about 
radical activity. 


The Detroit riot "came as a 


surprise," he said, "and the in- 
telligence officers got uptight 
because they were unable to an- 
swer all the questions of the 
generals." 


Stein said his superiors in 


Army intelligence "were very 
conspiracy-oriented. They 
felt 


like if they could just find out 
who organized the riots and who 
ran them, then they might be 
able to stop them."

Pen/? Central 
Trouble Called 
Sad, Sordid 


By JAY PERKINS

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


financially troubled Penn Cen- 
tral Railroad lost millions of 
dollars in an airlines venture a 
congressman 
says represents 


"one of the saddest and at times 
most sordid" chapters in Ameri- 
can business history. 


Rep. Wright Patman, D-Tex., 


made the comment Sunday in 
releasing a report by his House 
Banking Committee that showed 
Penn Central spent $21 million 
to start a worldwide air service 
now worth $2 million. 


The report says $6 million was 


dumped into the Executive Jet 
Aviation Inc., in the last three 
years—when the railroad itself 
was facing bankruptcy and was 
under Civil Aeronautics Board 
orders to sell the subsidiary. 


The report also includes testi- 


mony that the aviation company 
supplied women as dates for 
railroad officials in what ap- 
peared to be an effort to divert 
their attention from EJA's prob- 
lems. 


It said EJA's founder, retired 


Air Force Brig. Gen. Olbert F. 
Lassiter, chronicled his friend- 
ships with a variety of women 
in "hundreds of colored photo- 
graphic prints and transparen- 
cies ..., many of which show 
undraped women." 


The photographs were kept on 


the EJA premises, the report 
said. 


Penn Central currently is in 


reorganization under the Bank- 
ruptcy Act and is seeking feder- 
al help to continue operating. 


The report contends that Penn 


Central poured money into EJA 
for about five years, starting in 
1964, despite continued 
EJA 


losses, doubts as to whether 
Penn Central could legally own 
stock in the company, and in the 
face of repeated recommenda- 
tions that EJA's management 
be changed. 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) - 


Robert A. Maheu, ousted as 
head of Howard Hughes, $300 
million Nevada empire after a 
bitter court fight, is considering 
whether to take further legal ac- 
tion, his lawyer says. 


Morton Galane, who conferred 


with Maheu Sunday, said no de- 
cision has yet been reached on 
whether to continue the battle 
against Hughes Tool Co. direc- 
tors who fired Maheu Dec. 4 but 
had to go to court to make it 
stick. 


Galane said "all facets of the 


case are being carefully stud- 
ied." 


Maheu, 53, a former 
FBI 


agent, had run Hughes' Nevada 
operations since 
1966 under 


what he says was a personal 
agreement with the billionaire. 


His refusal to accept dismiss- 


al touched off a two-week court 
battle that ended Saturday when 
District Court Judge Howard 
Babcock ruled in favor of the 
tool company directors. 


The judge held that Hughes— 


reportedly vacationing in the 
Bahamas—had given the direc- 
tors power to fire Maheu, and 
dismissed a temporary restrain- 
ing order Maheu had obtained 
against them. 


He also granted the tool com- 


pany a permanent injunction 
forbidding Maheu from interfer- 
ing with tool company control of 
all Hughes' Nevada properties, 
which include seven casinos, 
five hotels and 2,600 mining 
claims. Hughes is the state's 
largest employer, with a payroll 
of 8,000 persons. 


In making his ruling, the 


judge dismissed as "not credi- 
ble" the testimony of a witness 
introduced by Maheu—LeVane 
Forsythe, a Torrance, 
Calif., 


contractor—who said he saw 
Hughes being taken from his 
Las Vegas hotel last month. 


Maheu's attorney had called 


Forsythe in an attempt to show 
that an ailing Hughes had been 
removed from his penthouse at 
the Desert Inn in a power grab 
by the tool company executives. 
; Maheu told a news conference 
after the judge's ruling he was 


• still concerned about the well- 
being of Hughes, who hasn't 
been seen in public for two dec- 
ades.

The doctor who 
prescribed it now is de- 
ceased, but he told me to 
take them the rest of my 
life. You can't get Rutin any 
more. The druggist said that 
taking 100 milligrams per 
day of niacin would do the 
same thing for high choles- 
terol. At present I do not 
have the means of going to 
another doctbr but I want to 
keep my cholesterol down. 
Would you please tell me if 
this niacin will do the trick? 


Dear Reader—Niacirf or" 


nicotinic acid has been used 
to lower cholesterol. But it 
takes 30 to 60 times as much - 
as the d r u g g i s t recom- 
mended and it has to be 
given in divided doses. In 
these large amounts it some- 
times causes side e f f e c t s 
that are mute unpleasant for 
the p a n e n t and must be 
taken under a doctor's su- 
pervision to avoid difficul- 
ties, including liver damage. 


There is no evidence that 


vitamin C lowers cholesterol 
but it may be important in 
preventing 'cholesterol and 
fatty particles from building 
up in the walls of the ar- 
teries. Studies in animals 
and man show that a de- 
ficiency of vitamin C can 
cause fatty deposits in the 
artery, which can be re- 
moved when enough vitamin 
C is given. 


Hopefully most people get 


enough vitamin C to prevent 
this problem but some peo- 
ple may well benefit from in- 
creased amounts of vitamin 
C—particularly if their diet 
is marginal in this respect 
or

smokers. 


The most effective way. to 


lower cholesterol in most 
people is to get rid of excess 
body fat and alter the diet.
